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Marcus  Wickliffe  Baldwin 
Bank  Note  Engraver

^'he  year  1920  brought  great  changes  in  the  life  of  Marcus  Baldwin,  He  had  given 
twenty-three  years  of  his  life  to  Government  service,  and  these  years  in  Washington  had 
left  its  imprint  upon  many  persons  in  his  profession  and  others  in  different  walks  of  life. 

After  many  months  of  discussion  with  his  superiors  it  became  apparent  to  him  that  it 
was  futile  to  anticipate  any  recognition  for  a salary  increase.  Again  he  was  passed  over 
when  increases  to  the  engraving  personnel  were  put  into  effect  the  middle  of  the  year. 
Baldwin  became  greatly  disheartened  and  had  then  definitely  decided  that  he  would  resign. 
It  was  on  June  loth  that  he  so  expressed  himself  to  George  U.  Rose,  Jr.,  Superintendent 
of  the  Fingraving  Division,  and  that  he  would  leave  as  soon  as  he  had  finished  up  the  work 
in  hand,  Mr.  Rose  was  reluctant  to  release  him  and  assured  him  that  he  would  take  up 
the  matter  of  his  resignation  with  the  Director.  The  following  day,  at  the  suggestion  of 
iVIr.  Smillie,  Baldwin  spoke  to  Air.  Rose  of  his  taking  advantage  of  the  retirement  law, 
which  was  to  go  into  effect  on  the  22nd  of  August  of  that  year. 

Word  of  Baldwin’s  plans  had  spread  to  his  professional  colleagues  in  New  York. 
Some  thirty  or  more  years  before,  he  had  employed  for  his  firm  Baldwin  & Gleason  a 
young  and  promising  engraver,  Robert  Savage,  who  later  left  to  take  up  picture  engraving 
with  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  These  two  men  had  been  close  friends  since  that  time. 
Air.  Savage  was  now  Superintendent  of  the  Picture  Engraving  department  of  the  American 
and  considered  the  dean  of  the  profession,  and  his  portrait  and  picture  work  was  recognized 
throughout  the  world  as  the  finest  examples  of  the  art  of  steel  line  engraving.  A letter 
found  in  Baldwin’s  files  written  to  him  by  Savage  from  New  York  under  date  of  July  i, 
1020,  reads  as  follows: 

New  York,  July  i,  1920 

Dear  Mr.  Baldwin: 

I \^■as  much  surprised  to  learn  you  had  decided  to  quit  the  Bureau.  I have,  however,  been  led  to 
understand  that  conditions  have  been  anything:  but  favorable  for  the  picture  engraver  since  you  got  into 
your  new  building,  and  those  in  charge  have  been  unmindful  of  the  needs  of  the  men  in  that  department. 
Let  me  suggest  that  you  run  up  and  see  Mr.  Treadwell,  now  that  you  have  decided  to  leave  the  Bureau 
and  try  and  connect  with  the  American.  If  you  could  do  so  it  would  please  me  very  much  to  have  you  in 
our  department  once  more,  and  I think  I could  safely  assure  you  that  you  would  find  it  just  like  coming 
home.  We  work  under  the  very  best  conditions  and  get  along  well  together. 

If  you  e.xpect  to  stay  in  the  business  I would  strongly  recommend  this. 

With  best  wishes 

Roht.  Savage 

Mr.  Savage’s  letter  had  a marked  effect  upon  Baldwin  and  he  took  courage,  knowing 
that  his  services  were,  at  the  age  of  67,  favorably  considered  by  the  top  man  of  the  pro- 
fession. one  who  had  under  his  charge  some  of  the  best  men  in  the  business. 

With  this  assurance  before  him  Baldwin  placed  his  application  for  retirement  from 
the  Government,  the  same  to  take  effect  thirty  days  from  July  loth. 

I'he  retirement  law  allowed  employees  a thirty  day  leave  period  with  pay.  He  took 
advantage  of  this  privilege  to  a much  lesser  degree,  however,  than  others  retiring  with  him 
because  of  his  assurance  to  his  superior  that  he  would  finish  up  the  work  in  hand.  The 
next  few  days  we  find  him  at  Ocean  Grove  enjoying  the  coastal  waters  and  the  less 
humid  weather  he  had  left  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  From  there  he  journeyed  to  New 
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York  and  saw  both  Mr.  Treadwell  and  Mr.  Savage  regarding  his  coming  to  work  for  the 
American.  Baldwin  mentions  that  “they  were  very  nice  and  made  it  plain  that  I would 
be  welcome  when  I finished  in  Washington.” 

It  will  not  be  amiss  to  give  the  account  of  happenings  in  his  own  words  during  the 
next  few  days  following  his  return  from  New  York: 

August  9,  1920 — IVIr.  Wilmuth  called  me  to  his  office  this  afternoon  and  asked  me  about  my  decision 
to  leave.  Said  he  wished  I would  remain  a while  longer.  I told  him  I had  made  arrengements  to  go. 
He  asked  me  what  compensation  I thought  I should  receive  and  I told  him  .$7,000.  He  said  he  would 
take  up  the  matter  of  my  retirement  with  the  Secretary  at  once. 

August  16 — Received  my  release  from  the  Bureau  today.  Am  to  be  outside  on  the  20th.  Have  used 
my  leave  on  work  finishing  dies. 

August  18 — Went  to  the  Bureau  again  this  A.  M.  and  took  away  my  tools  and  bid  good  bye  to  the 
fellows.  They  were  all  very  nice  to  me  and  sorry  I was  going  away. 

August  23 — A committee  from  the  Engraving  Division  of  the  Bureau  called  this  evening  and  pre- 
sented me  with  a framed  set  of  resolutions  expressing  their  regard  for  me  and  best  wishes.  It  was 
very  kind  and  thoughtful. 

The  friendship  and  high  regard  held  for  him  by  his  associates  within  the  Engraving 
Division  can  best  be  realized  by  quoting  from  the  beautifully  designed  set  of  engrossed 
resolutions  signed  by  forty-one  of  his  friends  and  presented  to  him  at  his  home  a few  days 
following  his  leave-taking: 

Whereas,  we  the  Engravers  and  other  Friends  in  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  desire  to  give 
suitable  expression  to  the  esteem  in  which  we  hold  our  fellow  craftsman,  Marcus  W.  Baldwin,  who  after 
twenty-three  years  of  continuous  service  has  decided  to  retire  to  private  life,  as  provided  by  the  Federal 
Retirement  Act  of  IVIay  22,  1920,  and  whereas,  it  has  been  our  privilege  and  pleasure  to  have  been  so 
long  associated  with  one  so  highly  endowed  with  all  the  attributes  that  make  for  the  betterment  of  man. 

Be  it  resolved : that  an  engrossed  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  made  and  presented  to  our  retiring 
associate,  that  we  thereon  subscribe  our  names  to  perpetuate  this  evidence  of  our  affectionate  regard  for  a 
gentleman,  an  artist,  a friend,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  he  may  be  spared  many  years  to  enjoy  the  fruits 
of  his  labor  and  to  be  an  example  to  his  fellows. 

Baldwin,  during  his  last  eight  months  at  the  Bureau,  executed  portraits  of  Jacob  E. 
Meeker,  of  Missouri,  J.  Willard  of  Wisconsin,  J.  Willard  Raysale,  of  South  Carolina, 
Albert  Estopinal  of  Louisiana,  John  L.  Burnett  of  Alabama,  and  his  last  work,  a portrait 
of  W.  A.  Watson. 

Great  was  the  relief  in  both  mind  and  body  when  this  engraver-artist  turned  in  his 
last  piece  of  work  to  Mr.  Rose.  He  anticipated  freedom  from  the  daily  routine  of  watch- 
ing the  clock  and  catching  street  cars.  He  was  like  a country  boy  who  at  the  end  of  the 
school  session  had  little  on  his  mind  except  the  “ole  swimmin’  hole”  and  fishing,  Baldwin’s 
reaction  was  as  Walt  Whitman  voiced  such  feelings  in  his  “Leaves  of  Grass”: — 

“Afoot  and  light-hearted  I take  to  the  open  road. 

Healthy,  free,  the  world  before  me. 

The  long  brown  path  before  me  leading  wherever  I choose.” 

It  was  now  the  middle  of  August  and  a glorious  time  for  spending  the  rest  of  it  in 
carefree  fashion  at  Ocean  Grove  and  Lake  George.  W^ithin  three  days  he  had  packed  his 
bags  and  was  on  his  way  to  the  Jersey  shore  with  his  cousin  Charles  Chalmers.  There 
he  spent  his  leisure  hours  sketching  and  fishing  along  Shark  River,  with  an  occasional 
tennis  match  and  a dip  in  the  warm  surf  waters  of  the  Atlantic.  It  was  also  a great  day 
Avhen  in  early  September  he  took  passage  on  the  steamer  “Adirondack  and  sailed  up  the 
broad  Hudson  with  his  ultimate  destination,  after  leaving  the  boat  at  Albany,  his  cottage 
at  Glen  Eyrie  on  Lake  George.  In  the  woods  and  on  the  lake  waters  he  found  complete 
relaxation  and  contentment. 

He  had  spent  earlier  days  In  the  same  setting  hut  no  previous  visit  had  approached  this 
one.  For  many  years  his  visits  were  more  or  less  on  tight  schedules,  hurriedly  breaking 
camp  to  return  to  his  duties,  and  then  another  eleven  months  would  elapse  before  he  could 
hope  to  return  to  the  lake’s  shore.  This  time  was  different;  he  was  a free  man  with  a 
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position  open  for  him  whenever  he  had  the  desire  to  return  to  picture  engraving,  and 
tliis  thought,  too  gave  him  a sense  of  security.  So  life  was  very  pleasant.  He  wished 
that  his  life  might  be  spared  for  a few  more  years’  enjoyment  among  the  pine  trees  in  the 
foothills  of  the  Adirondacks. 
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While  in  New  York,  on  his  way  back  to  Washington,  he  accepted  a commission  to  exe- 
cute a portrait  engraving  of  one  David  Keys,  for  which  he  later  was  paid  a fee  of  $400. 
1 his  work,  along  with  another  portrait  of  President-elect  Harding,  kept  the  engraver  busy 
for  the  next  few  months.  He  desired  to  remain  in  Washington  in  the  quiet  of  his  home 
during  the  coming  winter  and  spring;  and  he  had  many  ties  with  the  outside  world  there 
wKich  he  did  not  care  to  abruptly  sever.  It  was  also  a difficult  problem  for  him  to  leave 
the  family  circle  (consisting,  as  previously  mentioned,  of  himself  and  some  of  his  cousins), 
members  of  which  had  looked  after  his  wants  for  many  years,  and  come  North  and  make 
his  home  with  strangers. 

Rejcoins  tlie  Americaiti  Bank  Note  Co, 

It  came  spring  (1921)  and  Baldwin  knew  that  the  opportunity  given  him  by  his  old 
friend  Savage  to  join  the  staff  at  the  American  must  be  given  serious  thought.  The  family 
had  by  then  left  for  the  shore  to  open  their  summer  hotel.  For  him  this  offered  a certain 
avenue  of  escape  and  a means  of  relaxation  during  the  week-ends,  were  he  to  go  to  live 
alone  in  New  York.  This  had  a great  bearing  upon  his  decision  to  break  his  Washington 
ties  and  take  up  his  duties  as  a picture  engraver  for  the  American  Bank  Note  Co. 

One  of  the  last  things  he  did  before  departing  from  Washington  was  to  walk  over  to 
the  Lincoln  Memorial,  then  in  its  last  stages  of  completion,  and  do  homage  to  the  man 
who  but  fifty-six  years  before  had  walked  down  the  same  streets  as  he  had,  and  who  had 
met  and  spoken  to  certain  persons  in  the  Capital  City  whom  Baldwin  had  met  in  his 
early  years  in  Washington. 

Baldwin  records  that  he  left  Ocean  Grove  on  the  morning  of  May  3,  1921,  for  New 
York  and  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.’s  plant  at  Hunts  Point.  “I  was  taken  in  the 
picture  department  by  Mr.  Treadwell  and  saw  Mr.  Gunn.  Was  introduced  to  the  picture 
men  and  given  a desk.  Went  away  early  and  stayed  at  the  hotel  where  my  old  friend 
Louis  Seibert  met  me.” 

The  following  day,  Alay  4th,  was  to  Baldwin  a day  to  be  remembered,  for  on  his 
first  day  at  work  he  met  many  old  friends  whom  he  had  not  seen  in  over  forty  years.  All 
of  them,  like  himself,  were  young  men  when  he  worked  side  by  side  with  them  at  the 
Company’s  plant  at  Cooper  Union  and  later  at  142  Broadway. 

A few  weeks  before,  the  American  had  received  a contract  from  the  Nicaraguan 
Government  for  a series  of  postage  stamps.  Baldwin’s  first  assignment  w^as  to  engrave 
the  portraits  of  Gen.  Fernando  Chamorro  and  Gen.  Pedro  Joaquin  Chamorro  for  the 
5 cents  and  25  cents  stamps,  respectively,  for  this  1921  issue. 

Following  their  completion  he  took  up  the  engraving  of  a medallion  head  copied  from 
a Greek  coin,  for  a series  of  Greek  bank  notes.

His  visits  to  (^cean  Grove  to  spend  the  week-ends  with  his  family  became  more  num- 
erous during  the  advancing  summer  season.  Being  separated  from  them  and  living  by 
himself  in  a rooming  house  in  Mt.  Vernon,  N.  Y.,  had  its  disadvantages  and  he  accepted 
every  opportunity  for  a change  of  scene  and  to  get  away  from  the  lonesome  life  he  was 
forced  to  lead.  He  sought  to  brighten  his  day  whenever  he  could  by  participating  in  cer- 
tain social  functions  at  the  church  he  was  then  attending. 

The  allegorical  designs  by  tbe  celebrated  artist,  Alonzo  Foringer,(i)  who  worked  for 
the  American,  have  never  been  surpassed  in  brilliance  of  line  or  form.  Baldwin  was 
especially  pleased  when  asked  by  Mr.  Savage  to  engrave  boringer’s  design  titled  “Mining 
and  Logging.”  Following  its  completion  he  devoted  his  attention  to  engraving  a portrait  of 
Zenas  Crane.  The  balance  of  tbe  year  1921  was  taken  up  with  engraving  small  portraits 
for  bond  coupons,  vignettes  for  bank  notes  for  the  Bank  Nationale  de  Greece  and  for 
the  Republic  of  Uruguay. 

Baldwin  had  on  January  i,  1923,  spent  eight  months  in  American’s  employ,  and  his 
work  and  the  daily  contact  with  his  old  friends  and  new  ones  he  had  made  brought  him 
many  happy  hours.  The  exceptionally  fine  drawings  to  work  from,  with  contemporaries 
equally  gifted  in  cutting,  inspired  him  to  produce  some  of  the  best  wmrk  done  during  his 
engraving  career.  His  superiors  were  always  mindful  of  his  physical  deficiencies  and 
rarely  objected  to  his  spending  an  extra  day  or  two  away  from  his  desk  on  week-ends 
at  the  Jersey  shore  or  during  the  winter  months  when  in  Washington. 

Realizing  their  long  friendship,  Mr.  Savage  asked  Baldwin  if  he  would  make  inquiry 
of  Geo.  F.  C.  Smillie,  then  living  in  Washington,  how  he  felt  about  doing  some  w’ork  for 
the  Company.  Mr.  Smillie  had,  but  a short  time  before,  retired  from  Government  service. 
Baldwin’s  inquiry  must  have  produced  results,  for  his  diary  discloses  that  Smillie  on  June 
2nd  of  that  year  (1922)  joined  forces  with  the  American  and  remained  with  them  until 
his  death  in  January  1924. 

An  incident  worthy  of  reciting  is  quoted  below  from  Baldwin’s  own  words: 

June  23,  1922 — Mr.  Treadwell  came  to  me  and  told  me  he  wished  that  I take  up  a vignette  for  a 
Bulgarian  note  which  Mr.  Savage  had  just  started  to  trace — a shepherd  with  some  sheep.  Mr. 
Savage  brought  the  die  to  me  with  the  ground  laid.  I had  seen  and  admired  the  drawing  by  a 
native  artist  but  did  not  expect  to  engrave  it.  Air.  Savage  is  to  engrave  a portrait  and  so  this  is  to 
come  to  me.  Trust  I may  be  able  to  do  it  well  and  have  his  blessing  and  direction  in  a way  that 
shall  bring  credit  to  the  master. 

The  above  die  was  still  in  an  unfinished  state  when  “Mr.  Gunn(“)  told  me  Mr. 


(1)  Alonzo  Foringer  created  the  World  War  I Red  Cross  poster  “The  Greatest  Alother  in  the  World.” 
Before  the  war  he  was  a moralist,  his  work  including  panels  in  the  courthouse  at  Alercer,  Pa.;  in  the 
baptistry  of  the  Church  of  the  Saviour,  Philadelphia;  in  the  Kenosha,  Wis.,  courthouse,  and  in  the  building 
of  the  Home  Savings  and  Loan  Co.  at  Youngstown,  Ohio.  Just  before  his  death  he  completed  an 
allegorical  lunette  to  be  used  by  the  International  Bank  for  Reconstruction  and  Restoration. 

(2)  Edwin  H.  Gunn,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  ranked  second  to  Robert  Savage  as  the  most  highly 
skilled  bank  note  engraver  in  the  profession.  He  also  gained  a reputation  in  the  field  of  fine  arts.  He  had 
exceptional  ability  with  the  brush,  and  his  landscape  and  marine  work  painted  in  Maine  and  along  its  coast 
brought  him  high  praise  from  recognized  members  of  the  art  fraternity. 
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Treadwell  wished  me  to  engrave  a portrait  for  the  $5.00  face  for  the  Bank  of  Montreal. 
Mr.  Gunn  and  Mr.  Savage  both  have  made  a portrait  of  the  same  man,  but  for  some 
reason  they  do  not  like  it.”  Baldwin  later  states  that  Mr.  Treadwell  told  him  the  Bank 
of  Montreal  had  approved  his  portrait  and  were  pleased,  and  further  makes  the  following 
comment  on  the  vignette  for  the  Bulgarian  note:  “Mr.  Savage  came  in  today  and  approved 
the  Bulgarian  vignette  of  the  shepherd  and  sheep  for  the  $5.00  back.”  Certainly  these 
gestures  indicate  the  stature  of  men  with  whom  Baldwin  worked. 

The  former  Superintendent  of  Engraving  at  the  Bureau,  George  U.  Rose,  Jr.,  had 
also  retired  from  Government  service  and  in  July  1922  was  in  charge  of  the  well-known 
British  bank  note  company,  Waterlow  & Sons  Ltd.  He  was  anxious  to  secure  the  services 
of  Baldwin  and  this  interest  developed  into  a communication  directed  from  London  to 
Baldwin  asking  if  he  would  consider  making  a contract  to  come  to  England  and  join  his 
firm.  This  letter  is  quoted  below: 

London,  July  28,  1922 

My  dear  Baldwin  : 

As  you  probably  know,  I am  In  London  and  In  charge  of  the  Bank  Note  factory  of  Waterlow  & Sons 
Ltd.  May  I ask  if  you  are  in  a position  to  consider  a proposition  to  engrave  for  this  company  in  London, 
and  if  so  what  Is  the  lowest  price  you  would  expect  for  such  service  and  for  how  many  years  would  you  be 
willing  to  make  a contract. 

I can  guarantee  first  class  drawings  and  interesting  subjects  from  which  to  work. 

Kindly  let  me  hear  from  you  at  your  earliest  convenience.  I will  be  pleased  to  answer  any  questions 
relative  to  living  conditions,  etc.,  if  you  desire  to  consider  the  proposition  seriously.  This  Is  not  official,  I 
simply  wanted  to  know  how  you  stand  in  case  they  decide  to  take  on  additional  engravers.

Baldwin’s  present  situation  with  the  American  was  most  agreeable  and  satisfactory. 
He  had  no  desire  to  break  home  ties  and  remain  an  indefinite  period  three  thousand  miles 
away  from  his  family.  More  important  plans  for  moving  his  family  from  Washington  to 
a suburban  community  near  New  York  were  then  in  the  making  and  as  a result  he  in- 
formed his  former  Bureau  chief  he  would  not  then  consider  this  London  proposal. 

Baldwin  soon  after  purchased  a home  in  Mount  Vernon,  N.  Y.,  and  there  he  remained 
with  his  cousins  until  the  day  of  his  death  some  two  years  later.

The  American  had  received  the  contract  to  engrave  and  print  the  Belgian-Congo 
1923  series  of  stamps.  Baldwin  was  assigned  only  one  value  of  this  series.  On  December 
27,  1922,  he  began  his  tracing  of  the  5 Fr.  value,  “Making  Palm  Oil  , and  the  record 

shows  that  he  spent  134  hours  in  cutting  the  native  female  figure  appearing  on  this  stamp. 

It  was  not  long  after  Baldwin  was  comfortably  situated  in  his  new  home  in  Mt. 
Vernon  that  his  cousin  Charles  Chalmers  came  to  New  York  to  accept  employment  as 
an  engraver  for  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  The  complete  family  circle  was  again 

brought  together,  and  Baldwin,  surrounded  by  all  members  of  it  and  nearing  his  three 
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^core  anti  ten  in  years,  was  thankful  for  such  blessings.  He  so  expressed  himself  in  the 
following  words  written  in  his  diary  on  his  70th  birthday: 

Mart'll  31,  1923 — Aly  birthday.  The  I.ord  lias  spared  me  to  reach  the  termination  of  a period  allotted 
to  man — 70  years.  M ay  my  future  days  be  so  fjiven  to  Him  that  His  Will  may  be  done  in  and 
through  me.

His  engraving  work  during  the  year  1923  embraced  vignettes  which  appeared  on 
Grecian  bank  notes  and  Canadian  bank  notes,  a large  portrait  of  Alexander  Graham  Bell, 
one  of  Genl.  Antonio  Jose  Sucre  oi  Colombia,  and  the  pictorial  engraving  of  Columbus 
Soliciting  Aid  of  Queen  Isabella  which  appeared  on  the  Costa  Rica  loc  stamp  of  the  1923 
series  of  that  country.

As  previously  pointed  out  in  this  narrative,  Baldwin  never  enjoyed  robust  health.  As 
he  grew  older  his  ailments  became  more  numerous  and  the  attacks  more  frequent,  each 
one  making  more  of  a mark  on  his  vitality.  He  and  his  family  were  greatly  concerned

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about  his  health,  so  much  so  that  with  the  approaching  winter  it  was  considered  vital  to 
his  physical  well-being  to  leave  the  northern  section  of  the  country  and  settle  in  a warmer 
climate  for  the  duration  of  the  cold  weather,  flis  superiors  at  the  Hunts  Point  plant 
were  equally  anxious  that  he  get  away,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  continuing  his 
engraving  activities  at  his  hotel  at  Avon  Park,  Florida.  While  in  Florida,  where  he  was 
a resident  for  three  months  during  the  winter  of  1924,  he  executed  one  of  the  most  meri- 
torious pieces  of  engraving  of  his  career.  This  design,  “Brittanica”,  is  the  essence  of 
beauty  and  striking  in  appearance,  and  symbolical  of  the  dignity  which  Great  Britain  can 
rightfully  boast.

I'he  Florida  climate  and  the  location  at  Avon  Park  gave  Baldwin  and  his  cousins 
everything  they  originally  sought  in  finding  a place  for  spending  their  winters  away  from 
the  colder  section  in  the  North.  Their  interest  grew  to  such  an  extent  that  they  bought  a 
piece  of  land  in  Avon  Park  before  leaving  and  contracted  for  the  construction  of  a cot- 
tage on  the  property.  He  returned  to  his  home  in  the  spring  much  benefited  by  his  so- 
journ in  the  Southland.  Other  than  a few  days  away  from  his  desk  during  the  next  nine 
months,  his  records  show  that  he  executed  many  portraits  of  large  and  small  size.  Before 
taking  leave  for  Lake  George  early  in  September,  little  realizing  it  would  be  his  last 
visit  to  his  camp,  he  completed  his  last  work  on  a postage  stamp.  This  was  the  small 
head  for  the  2c  Peru  series  of  1924 — a portrait  of  Rivadeneyra. 

As  the  year  end  approached  he  received  progress  reports  on  the  building  operations 
of  his  Florida  cottage.  He  was  anxious  to  visit  the  scene  and  arrangements  were  made 
to  leave  New  York  in  early  January.  His  physical  condition  was  not  good,  but  in  spite 
of  this  he  desired  to  take  some  work  wfith  him  and  continue  his  engraving  during  leisure 
hours  in  the  South.  His  cottage  w'as  in  an  unfinished  state  of  completion  upon  his  arrival. 
Between  supervising  the  work  and  putting  in  a few^  hours  every  few  days  engraving  and 
visiting  his  physician,  the  wfinter  months  passed,  hut  the  expected  improvement  in  health 
never  became  a reality.  When  he  finished  the  portrait  of  Warren  G.  Harding,  in  profile, 
executed  wfith  many  hindrances  and  under  trying  circumstances,  he  did  not  surmise  that 
his  life’s  w’ork  of  engraving  wa)uld  end  wfith  its  completion. 

On  Baldwin’s  w^ay  home  he  sought  the  best  medical  advice  available.  He  detrained 
at  Washington  and  then  made  almost  daily  trips  to  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  at  Baltimore. 
Close  to  two  months  of  treatment  for  an  old  injury  to  his  arm  and  shoulder  failed  to  give 
him  relief,  and  in  discouragement  he  packed  his  bag  and  headed  for  Ocean  Grove.  He 
spent  several  w^eeks  at  this  seashore  resort,  where  he  hoped  the  good  air,  sunshine  and 
pleasant  environment  wmuld  help  his  distressed  mind  and  body.  Such  help  was  not  forth- 
coming and  finally  he  decided  to  leave  for  his  home  in  Mt.  Vernon.  Here  he  could  enjoy 
the  flowers  of  his  garden  and  the  companionship  of  his  cousins,  Ethel  and  Charles 
Chalmers.  Every  care  and  attention  were  given  him,  but  as  the  weeks  passed  his  condi- 
tion became  progressively  worse  and  little  hope  was  entertained  for  his  recovery.  Finally, 
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on  July  15)  1925)  Marcus  W.  Baldwin  passed  to  his  great  reward.  He  was  laid  at  rest 
in  the  family  plot  in  the  Clinton  Cemetery,  Irvington,  N.  J.,  beside  his  beloved  mother 
and  father. 


Much  more  could  be  written  about  this  illustrious  figure  and  the  exemplary  life  he 
followed  than  appears  in  this  narrative.  His  life  will  bring  inspiration  to  many;  and  those 
whose  good  fortune  it  was  to  know  Marcus  Baldwin  may  rightfully  say  that  he  was  a true 
servant  of  God  and  one  of  His  noblemen.

All  exhibits  were  judged  for  awards  on  a point  basis,  by  three  judges  working  inde- 
pendently. The  exhibit  in  each  class  which  received  the  highest  number  of  points  (totaled) 
placed  first,  the  next  highest  placed  second,  etc.  A maximum  of  30  points  was  awarded 
(by  each  judge)  for  “numismatic  information  conveyed  to  the  viewer”,  30  points  for 
“arrangement,  neatness  and  eye  appeal”,  25  points  for  “originality  of  exhibit”,  and  5 points 
each  for  “relative  condition  of  material”,  “relative  completeness”  and  “rarity  and/or 
value.” 

No  system  is  perfect,  but  this  one  goes  a long  way  toward  eliminating  such  “human” 
elements  as  favoritism  (toward  the  exhibitor  and  type  of  material  shown),  and  stresses 
the  more  important  aspects  of  an  exhibit.  More  and  more  organizations  are  adopting 
such  a system  of  judging. 

I'he  exhibit  that  placed  first  in  the  paper  money  class  * consisted  largely  of  Illinois 
state  bank  notes,  many  of  them  being  proofs  with  die  proofs  of  matching  vignettes.  Others 
were  regular  issue  state  bank  notes  with  die  proofs  of  matching  vignettes,  and  a few  notes 
alone  of  historically  important  banks  in  Illinois.  With  the  latter,  and  some  of  the  proof 
notes,  were  short  resumes  of  the  bank’s  history  and  significance  (these  being  typed  on  an 
IBM  machine  which  allows  even  length  of  lines  and  has  a clearer  style  of  type  than 
regular  typewriters).  A few  notes  of  banks  in  other  states  were  included  to  illustrate 
counterfeit  and  altered  state  bank  notes. 

A particularly  interesting  item  was  a $5000  draft  on  the  IVIerchants  Savings  Loan  and 
Trust  Company  of  Chicago,  dated  Feb.  25,  1865,  and  signed  by  Lyman  J.  Gage  who 
later  became  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  President  IVIcKinley.  This  banking  firm, 
organized  in  1857,  was  the  oldest  of  manv  which  m.erged  into  what  is  now  the  Continental 
111  inois  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  Chicago,  one  of  the  largest  hanks  under 
one  roof  in  the  country. 

A feature  of  the  Convention  was  a bus  trip  by  some  135  persons  to  the  Boys  Town 
PhilaMatic  Center,  where  Curator  D.  O.  Barrett  [E.  P.  S.  63]  had  arranged  a special 
showing  of  paper  money.  Several  prominent  paper  money  collectors  made  special  trips  to 
the  Center  to  study  the  exhibits  and  discuss  them  with  Mr.  Barrett. 

* Editor’s  Note. — Mr.  Smedley  was  requested  to  send  us  an  account  of  the  winninit  paper  money 
exhibit,  which  was  known  to  contain  a large  proportion  of  proofs.

In  various  articles  published  in  the  Esgay-Prcoj  Journal  and  elsewhere  t’.iis  writer 
has  pointed  out  the  close  connection  that  exists  between  stamps  and  paper  money.  The 
relationship  is  most  apparent  in  this  circumstance,  viz.,  that  identical  or  similar  designs 
have  in  many  cases  been  used  on  both.  This  fact  would  naturally  not  be  noticed  by  the 
ordinary  paper  money  collector,  nor  by  the  average  stamp  collector  either,  although  the 
latter  is  more  accustomed  to  looking  around  for  collateral  material  to  go  with  his  stamps. 
It  so  happened  that  the  writer  had  been  dabbling  in  both  of  these  fields  of  collecting  when 
his  attention  began  to  be  focused  on  this  kinship,  and  having  once  gotten  started  it  required 
no  urging  to  delve  deeper  into  the  subject.  The  result  is  that  the  combination  of  stamps 
and  paper  money  has  proven  to  be  far  mere  fascinating  than  either  one  alcne. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  to  review  this  large  subject  here  but  merely  to  discuss  one  par- 
ticular item.  There  is  often  recalled  the  great  thrill  experienced  in  discovering  (in  1947) 
that  the  Franklin  and  Washington  portraits  on  our  1847  sc  and  loc  stamps,  which  can  he 
found  on  a number  of  bank  notes  by  Rawdon,  Wright,  Hatch  & Edscn,  producer  of  the 
stamps,  really  originated  wfith  the  earlier  firm  of  Durand,  Perkins  & Co.(^)  In  further 
prowling  through  the  various  museums  and  libraries  in  New  York  in  search  of  bank  note 
history,  there  was  uncovered  in  the  IMetropolitan  Museum  of  Art  Print  Room  the  proof 
note  that  is  reproduced  here — a $ioco  note  of  the  Greenwich  Bank  of  New  York  City. 
It  is  one  of  a small  collection  of  Durand  proofs  that  was  acqiu’red  by  the  Museum  some 
years  ago.  It  is  this  note  that  we  have  christened  “the  most  philatelic  of  all  bank  notes”. 

Idle  features  that  give  distinction  to  this  note  are  several:  (i)  It  is  a $1000  note, 
which  is  nearly  always  a rarity;  (2)  it  hears  the  imurint  of  Durand,  Perkins  & Co.  (in 
existence  1828-1832),  a member  of  which  was  Asher  P.  Durand,  v ho  was  to  win  fame  as 
one  of  our  foremost  landscape  painters  as  well  as  engravers;  (3)  it  has  two  vignettes 
with  the  engraved  signature  A.  B.  Durand  (center  and  right  end)  ; and  last,  but  most 
important  of  all,  (4)  it  has  three  vignettes  used  on  stamps,  viz.,  the  1847  Franklm  and 
Washington  portraits  and  the  little  eagle  (bottom)  used  on  the  American  Letter  Mail 
Co.’s  IVpe  Li 2 local  stamp  of  1844.  What  more  could  a stamp  collector  want  in  a bank 
note ! 

I'he  larger  eagle  on  the  American  Letter  Mail  Co.’s  other  stamp.  Scott’s  Type  L13, 
M'as  apparently  produced  by  W.  L.  Ormshy,  whose  name  as  engraver  is  at  th.e  bottom  of 
the  stamp.  Its  story  has  been  published  in  an  earlier  issue  of  the  Journ.m.. (-)  The 
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Scott’s  Tyi>e  1^12

Scott  catalog  does  not  name  the  producer  of  Type  L12.  Since  most  of  the  dies  of  Durand, 
Perkins  & Co.  were  acquired  in  1832  by  Rawdon,  Wright,  Hatch  & Co.,  and  since  this 
eagle  has  been  found  only  on  notes  by  these  two  firms  (including  the  several  reorgani- 
zations of  the  latter,  ending  finally  with  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.),  the  suggestion  is 
here  put  forward  that  the  Type  L12  stamp  was  produced  for  the  American  Letter  Mail 
Co.  by  Rawdon,  Wright  & Hatch  (as  the  company  was  styled  in  1844).  Opportunity  has 
not  been  available  so  far  to  make  any  thorough  study  of  this  matter.  Perhaps  some  other 
evidence,  pro  or  con,  can  he  supplied  by  some  of  our  readers. 

It  h as  been  mentioned  above  that  two  of  the  vignettes  on  this  $1000  note  are  signed 
by  A.  B.  Durand,  and  there  has  been  published  some  evidence  of  a circumstantial  nature 
indicating  that  he  may  have  engraved  the  Franklin  and  Washington  portraits.  (P  It  is 
known  that  he  was  the  principal  engraver  of  the  firm  of  Durand,  Perkins  & Co.,  and  the 
probability  is  that  the  little  eagle  on  this  note  was  also  the  work  of  his  hands.  If  it  could 
be  conclusively  proved  that  he  did  engrave  these  three  stamp  vignettes  it  would  all  the 
more  establish  this  specimen  as  the  prize  note  for  philatelists.  Unfortunately,  no  other 
copies  are  known  than  this  locked  up  proof,  so  that  collectors  must  be  content  merely  with 
photographs  thereof — which  happily  are  obtainable.

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India  Paper

“India”  paper,  so  called  because  imported  into  Great  Britain  via  India,  is  made  in 
China,  and  is  properly  called  China  paper  in  Europe.  That  used  by  American  line  en- 
gravers for  printing  the  finest  clear  impressions  from,  line  engraved  and  etched  steel  dies 
and  plates,  is  imported  by  them  direct  from  China.  Marco  Polo,  the  Venetian,  extensive 
traveller  in  Asia,  dictated  about  1300  A.  D.  that  the  Chinese  made  paper  from  a thin 
white  film  which  grows  between  the  heartwood  and  hark  of  the  mulberry  tree.(^) 

Laboratory  analysis  made  from  samples  provided  to  Dard  Hunter,  Jr.,  indicates  that 
“India”  paper  is  made  from  one  of  the  grasses,  such  as  sugar  cane,  corn,  esparto,  bamboo, 
or  the  cereal  straws. 

“India”  paper  arrives  in  America  in  sheafs  of  assorted  hand-made  sizes  varying  from 
about  3x3  inches  to  about  12x14  inches  and  many  sheets  have  to  he  discarded  because  of 
flaws,  including  fibres,  light  color  spots,  small  air  holes,  and  even  grit  which  would  scratch 
the  soft  steel.  After  selection  some  sheets  are  hand  shaved  to  remove  such  defects.  This 
paper  used  for  die  proofs  is  very  thin,  transparent,  pure  white  with  a silky  texture  and 
seldom  shows  any  “laid”  screen  marks.  Being  hand  made  it  varies  in  thickness  from 
.0015  inch  to  .0035  inch  becoming  more  opaque  with  thickness,  and  it  also  varies  in  thick- 
ness in  different  parts  of  the  sheet.  It  often  contains  pin  size  air  holes,  that  are  inherent 
in  this  paper  when  made  and  printed,  and  thus  are  not  good  reason  for  rejection  unless 
caused  by  hinging  or  careless  handling.  When  aged  it  may  become  a faint  yellow  in  color. 

This  paper  contains  no  sizing  and  quickly  transmits  moisture,  (which  stamp  paper 
does  not).  Small  pieces  may  he  carefully  immersed  in  clear  water,  gently  removed  and 
dried  between  smooth  white  blotters  under  light  pressure,  and  when  dry  will  resume 
original  condition. 

When  used  for  steel  die  or  plate  printing,  paper  must  be  damp  to  remove  the  ink 
from  the  steel  engraving.  India  paper  being  so  thin  and  frail  when  damp,  is  placed  over 
the  polished  surface  of  the  inked  steel  die  and  is  covered  with  a soft  card  called  blotter 
to  protect  the  paper  under  pressure  of  printing.  The  pressure  sinks  the  metal  dies  or 
plate  into  the  blotter  card,  which  absorbs  the  paper  moisture,  and  the  paper  is  pressed  into 
the  engraved  ink  filled  lines  and  dots,  which  adhere  to  the  paper  and  leave  the  engraved 
steel  clean.  As  no  adhesive  is  used,  the  printed  paper  later  may  come  loose  from  the 
blotter  card,  which  then  usually  shows  the  engraved  lines  raised  upon  the  smooth  sunken 
surfaces.  When  the  India  paper  is  exceptionally  thin,  even  the  ink  color  may  he  lightly 
forced  thru  the  paper  on  to  the  card.  Such  faintly  colored  card  hacking,  though  not 
clearly  printed,  has  been  sometimes  mistakenly  offered  as  proofs,  in  auction  sales.

Suppleiiieinitary  Commeaits  om  Typewriters

d'he  reader  response  to  the  story,  under  the  above  caption,  in  the  January  1955  issue  of 
the  Essay-Proof  Journal,  as  well  as  its  condensed  reprinting  in  Covers  in  June  1955,  was 
little  short  of  amazing.  Upwards  of  a dozen  comments  came  by  mail,  by  long  distance 
phone  and  by  personal  interview.  There  was  no  doubt  but  what  subscribers  read  these 
magazines  and  study  the  articles  with  care.  It  is  passing  strange  that  such  a minor  by-way 
in  collecting  stamped  envelopes  and  postmarks  should  give  evidence  of  so  much  attention 
and  result  in  such  a volume  of  “fan”  mail. 

The  more  significant  comments  came  from  ardent  collectors  of  such  items,  and  their 
valued  assistance  is  much  appreciated  by  the  writer. 

iM arcus  li  . If  kite,  (E-P  20C)  has  kindly  loaned  his  acquisitions  since  the  earlier 
article  appeared,  and  they  are  illustrated  in  Fig.  7 and  described  in  the  captions. 

There  seems  to  be  every  reason  to  conclude  that  the  envelopes  made  at  the  Exposi- 
tion were  all  green,  and,  except  for  one  mentioned  later,  were  T-B  890,  type  i.  The 
existence  of  red  Centennial  envelopes  with  typed  addresses,  with  or  without  Centennial 
postmarks,  or  enclosures,  introduces  several  new  factors.  This  red  envelope  stamp  is  on 
its  customary  size,  with  either  watermark  2 or  3.  It  might  have  been  possible  to 

change  the  color  of  ink  on  the  Exposition  machine,  but  not  the  size  of  the  folding  pocket. 
It  can  only  be  concluded  that  this  red  envelope  (Photo  21)  was  bought  elsewhere  and 
brought  to  the  Exposition  for  the  typed  address  and  the  enclosure.  Also  it  was  not 
mailed  through  the  Exposition  Post  Office.  "I'he  typing  on  the  envelope  and  on  the  en- 
closure both  have  serifs,  and  both  are  dated  Sep.  13,  evidently  on  the  exhibition  machine. 
Why  the  sender  went  to  so  much  extra  trouble  is  not  at  all  clear,  and  at  this  early  date 
it  is  hardly  logical  to  attribute  it  to  philatelic  intent.  But  the  evidence  is  irrefutable  in 
the  envelope  and  in  the  enclosure.  Readers  m.ay  do  their  own  speculating  as  to  why? 

IVIarcus  W.  White  also  cites  two  additional  informative  references  regarding  these 
Centennial  envelopes,  viz.: — 

The  first  reference  “The  Centennial  Envelope”  by  Raynor  Hubbell,  fVeekly  Philatelic 
Gossip,  April  26,  1952,  from  which  the  following  are  excerpts: — 

“Seems  that  the  typewriter  had  been  invented  and  this  new  contraption  was  shown 
and  demonstrated  at  that  Philadelphia  Centennial  World’s  Fair  by  a beautiful  young 
lady,  and  it  further  seems  that  she  would  pound  out  the  addresses  on  that  early  big 
square  typewriting  machine  (did  you  ever  see  one?)  onto  your  Centennial  envelope, 
which  you  could  buy  from  her  and  then  mail  as  a souvenir.  . . . What  an  introduc- 
tion this  was  to  the  upsetting  of  all  the  feminine  traditions  in  the  following  few  years! 
Why  it  actually  horrified  the  people  of  the  following  decade  as  a wave  of  young  women 
went  into  offices  to  operate  these  typewriters!  . . . The  total  issue  of  size  3 envelopes 
(green  stamps)  was  4,775,000  and  of  size  4^2  (red  stamps)  was  4,227,000.  . . . 
I'hese  envelopes  were  issued  from  IVIay  10  to  November  10,  1876.  . . . Tbe  issue 
was  originally  intended  to  be  confined  to  the  Post  Office  in  Philadelphia,  but  there 
was  immediately  such  a demand  for  them,  that  the  privilege  of  obtaining  them  was 
extended  to  every  Post  Office  in  the  country.  . . . Nor  can  we  explain  why  a 3c 
stamp  should  have  been  printed  in  red  at  all.  All  envelope  stamps  of  the  3c  denomi- 
nation had  been  printed  in  green  since  1870,  and  if  there  was  any  other  reason  than 
caprice  for  printing  the  3c  denomination  in  red  it  did  not  appear  on  our  adhesive 
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stamps  until  1887!  , . . It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  Centennial  envelope  is  not  only 
the  first  U.  S.  commemorative,  but  it  is,  in  fact,  the  first  commemorative  stamp  issued 
anywhere  in  the  world!”

They  are  sold  at  $3.28  per  100, 
which,  excluding  the  stamps  is  only  28c  per  100  envelopes.  Over  8,000  envelopes  per 
day  are  sold  from  the  Exposition  Post  Office.”

Further  comment  by  IVIarcus  White  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  Remington  Type- 
writer had  a booth,  and  the  envelopes  also,  which  they  had  purchased  at  the  Philadelphia 
or  Exposition  Post  Office,  and  sold  them  for  25c  to  cover  the  service  of  letter  writing. 
If  they  left  the  letters  with  Remington,  they  were  mailed  in  the  Exposition  Post  Office. 
Otherwise  the  customer  might  take  them  and  mail  them  at  either  the  Exposition  or  City 
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Post  Office.  1 have  several  covers  sent  out  by  a Mr.  Fuller  of  Boston,  who  was  an 
envelope  collector,  and  I bought  his  collection.  Evidently  the  philatelic  motive  was  apparent 
at  this  early  date!  1 am  told  that  over  100,000  Centennial  envelopes  were  on  hand  when 
the  Exposition  closed  on  November  10,  1876,  which  were  sent  to  the  New  York  Post 
Office  for  use  there.  Another  report  indicates  that  the  Philadelphia  Post  Office  supplied 
Centennial  envelopes  to  Washington,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Pennsylvania  and  New 
Jersey.  It  is  evident  that  if  20,000  envelopes  were  printed  daily  and  only  8,000  sold  on 
the  grounds,  the  surplus  on  hand  when  the  Exposition  closed  would  have  far  exceeded  the 
100,000  sent  to  New  York  City.  It  may  have  well  amounted  to  around  one  quarter  million 
envelopes. 

Edivin  R.  Payne  has  been  picking  up  exposition  cancelations  for  many  years,  and  has 
been  exhibiting  them  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  His  Centennial  envelopes  with  typed  addresses 
are  illustrated  in  Figs.  8 and  9,  and  described  in  the  captions. 

So  far  as  known  the  Payne  collection  is  one  of  the  largest  groups  of  Centennial  envel- 
opes with  Centennial  cancelations,  six  in  all,  ranging  from  June  13  (red)  to  November  2 
(green),  three  of  them  having  the  printed  enclosure,  “wish  you  were  here”.  His  collection 
is  nearly  paralleled  by  that  of  White,  with  five  green  envelopes  with  Centennial  cancela- 
tions, but  only  one  with  the  printed  enclosure,  and  in  addition  one  red  envelope  with 
Philadelphia  cancelation  and  printed  enclosure. 

Frank  A.  H ollowhush  has  a wealth  of  interesting  and  unusual  items  and  comes  up 
with  a remarkable  Centennial  envelope,  red  on  watermark  3 with  a Centennial  cancela- 
tion, but  manuscript  address,  which  is  illustrated  as  28  in  Fig.  10.  His  other  prize  is  a 
green  Centennial  envelope  with  Philadelphia  cancelation  and  a complete  typewritten  let- 
ter enclosure,  not  a printed  form  filled  out  on  the  typewriter.  This  envelope  is  shown  as 
29  in  Fig.  10. 

The  typed  letter,  illustrated  in  Fig.  ii,  which  was  contained  in  envelope  29,  is  a 
further  confirmation  of  the  statement  made  by  Herman  Herst,  Jr.,  in  the  S.  P.  A.  Journal 
(later  quoted),  that  fully  typewritten  letters  were  available  in  the  early  days  of  the  Expo-

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sition,  but  were  superseded  later  by  printed  letters,  as  the  demand  increased,  and  these 
were  filled  in  on  the  typewriter.  The  text  of  the  letter  follows,  all  in  capitals,  without 
serifs. 

“MACHINERY  HALL,  JUNE  6TH.  1876 
DEAR  MOTHER, 

ROSE  AND  I HAVE  HALTED  FOR  REST  NEAR  A PRINTING  MA- 
CHINE, AND  HAVE  THIS  PRINTED  TO  LET  YOU  KNOW  HOW 
WE  ARE;  THIS  IS  THE  FIRST  TIME  R.  HAS  BEEN  OUT  TO  THE  EXHI- 
BITION. SHE  HAS  PRETTY  WELL  RECOVERED  FROM  HER  ILLNESS. 
THOUGH  OF  COURSE  IS  NOT  AS  STRONG  YET  AS  SHE  WAS. 

WE  WILL  PROBABLY  STAY  IN  THE  CITY  UNTIL  SATURDAY. 
WE  HAVE  NOT  HEARD  FROM  ANNIE  SPEAKMAN  OR  SIDNEY  WOOD- 
WARD YET. 

I CALLED  ON  BEN  AND  WES.  YESTERDAY.  PLEASE  WRITE  TO 
NO.  Ill  N.  38TH.  STREET. 

ROSE  UNITES  IN  LOVE  TO  ALL. 

AFFECTIONATELY, 

J.  B.  DARNELL.” 

Just  why  this  envelope  did  not  get  a Centennial  cancelation  is  one  of  those  unanswer- 
able questions.  Note  the  date,  June  7,  is  prior  to  that  of  the  Herst  cover  on  June  17, 
which  has  a Centennial  postmark. 

The  most  unique  items  are  those  of  Atwood  (red  June  17,  not  illustrated)  and 
Hollowbush  (green  June  6,  photo  29)  both  with  completely  typed  letters,  apparently  sent 
before  the  printed  form  was  available.  There  are  three  curious  paste-overs;  one  in  the 
White  collection  of  a 3c  red  envelope  stamp,  (photo  14),  cut  to  shape;  and  two  in  the 
Payne  lot  with  Centennial  advertisements  cut  to  shape  (photos  24  and  25).  Whether 
they  were  put  on  before  mailing,  or  by  an  over  enthusiastic  subsequent  owner  may  be  a 
moot  question. 

Other  helpful  comments,  both  on  the  Centennial  envelopes  and  also  on  early  type- 
written addresses  on  regular  envelopes  are  as  follows. 

Allen  M.  Thatcher  (E-P  lOo),  associate  editor  of  Scott’s  Catalogs,  writes  as 
follows : 

“I  was  very  much  interested  in  your  article  on  Centennial  envelopes  and  early 
typewriters.  I think  there  are  quite  a few  more  of  these  envelopes  with  typed  ad- 
dresses (I  know  of  one  man  who  has  at  least  6 or  8)  and  I must  have  seen  lO  or 
more  of  the  Centennial  printed  and  typed  letters,  but  none  the  less  they  are  rare  and 
growing  much  more  difficult  to  locate.” 

He  goes  on  to  comment  about  a typed  address  on  an  envelope  with  a 3c  green  adhesive, 
which  appears  to  have  been  used  about  1877-78.  This  envelope  has  an  advertising  corner 
card  of  a Centennial  ad,  and  he  believes  it  to  be  the  first  known  illustration  of  a type- 
writer on  a corner  card. 

Elliott  Perry  (E-P  465)  of  “Pat  Paragraph”  fame,  describes  a photo  which  he  has 
of  a Sholes  typewriter,  understood  to  have  been  taken  of  the  model  in  the  Patent  Office 
or  Smithsonian  in  Washington.  He  also  has  a photo  of  a letter  written  on  the  machine 
by  the  inventor,  who  states  it  to  be  the  first  letter  written  on  the  machine.  The  address 
also  was  typewritten,  a stamp  was  affixed  to  the  folded  letter  sheet,  and  apparently  it  was 
delivered  to  the  addressee  in  a city  more  than  a hundred  miles  distant.  The  date  is 
earlier  than  1850. 
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I'his  is  hard  to  reconcile  with  the  Sholes  history  given  in  the  “Wonderful  Writing 
Machine”  by  Hruce  I^liven,  Jr.,  who  dates  the  first  Sholes  patent  in  June  1868,  when 
Shol  es  was  48  and  was  Collector  of  Customs  in  IVIilwaukee,  and  an  ex-post  master  of  the 
same  city.  There  is  no  doubt  but  what  Sholes  wrote  a number  of  letters  on  his  improved 
machine,  illustrated  in  the  above  volume  under  a date  of  1868.  One  of  these  letters 
attracted  the  attention  of  James  Densmore,  who  became  Sholes’  financial  backer,  ^'here 
is  no  doubt  whatever  that  there  was  deep  interest  in  developing  a practical  typewriter  in 
the  United  States  beginning  about  1830,  although  European  efforts  are  recorded  many 
years  before  that.  While  Sholes  is  credited  with  being  the  “father”  of  the  typewriter  in 
this  country,  actually  his  patent  was  the  52nd  taken  out  on  some  sort  of  writing-printing 
mechanisms.  There  is  no  question  but  what  letters  were  wwitten  on  U.  S.  experimental 
machines  as  early  as  1830,  and  perhaps  before  that.  Whether  the  letter  mentioned  by 
Elliott  Perry  can  be  credited  to  Sholes,  or  to  some  other  early  inventor,  requires  further 
investigation.  It  is  quite  clear  that  practical  and  workable  typewriters  did  not  appear  until 
the  1870’s,  and  Sholes  was  an  active  participant  in  the  program  at  that  time. 

George  B.  liWay  (E-P  436)  writes  that  he  has  a 3c  green  Centennial  envelope 
(T-B  890)  with  a Centennial  cancellation  in  black,  Oct.  3,  5 PM,  Philadelphia.  The 
manuscript  note  on  the  back  of  this  envelope  is  interesting: — “Addressed  by  the  first  type- 
writer, 1876  Exposition”.  No  mention  is  made  of  any  enclosure. 

Adolph  Steeg  relates  the  long  hunt  he  had  to  find  a Centennial  cancelation  with  a 
typed  address  and  printed  enclosure,  which  was  finally  successful.  His  copy  is  a 3c  green 
(T-B  890)  and  bears  a Centennial  cancelation,  Oct.  3,  5 PM.  He  considers  that  the  en- 
velopes alone  are  quite  uncommon,  but  feels  that  those  with  the  appropriate  enclosure  are 
very  difficult  to  locate.  Rather  strangely  the  date  and  hour  on  the  Steeg  envelope  are 
identical  with  that  of  the  Wray  envelope  mentioned  above. 

Elmer  Stuart,  the  dean  of  philatelic  dealers  in  Chicago,  reported  in  an  interview 
recently  that  some  25  years  ago  he  had  more  than  a dozen  Centennial  envelopes  with 
typed  addresses,  but  they  were  long  since  sold  and  he  doesn’t  remember  to  whom,  nor 
whether  they  had  the  printed  enclosures.  None  have  come  his  way  for  many  years. 

Herman  Herst,  Jr.  (E-P  33C)  had  a story  on  “The  1876  Centennial  Exposition  in 
Philadelphia”  in  the  S.  P.  A.  Journal  of  February  1942.  In  it  he  illustrates  and  describes 
“The  finest  Centennial  cover,  unquestionably,  is  in  the  well  known  collection  of  Dr.  W.  G. 
Atwood  of  Massachusetts”.  It  has  a red  envelope  stamp,  bears  a Centennial  post  mark, 
June  17,  7 P.  M.,  and  a typewritten  address  without  serifs.  It  contains  a letter,  un- 
doubtedly typewritten,  although  it  is  not  so  stated,  which  describes  the  invention  (type- 
writer) as  being  . . . ‘similar  to  an  organ,  with  an  operator  pushing  down  keys,  and  the 
words  coming  out’ 

The  author  goes  on  to  state  that: 

“Among  novelties  shown  at  the  Centennial  w'as  an  invention  known  as  a writing 
machine,  now  termed  a typewriter.  Several  of  these  were  on  display,  and  spectators, 
for  a fee,  might  dictate  a letter  and  have  an  envelope  addressed  on  this  writing  ma- 
chine. As  more  and  more  persons  desired  this  novel  souvenir,  the  dictated  letter 
was  replaced  with  an  already  printed  letter  and  a typewritten  address  on  the  envelope.” 

This  reference  w^as  not  knotvn  to  the  writer  wffien  his  first  article  was  prepared.  It 
adds  the  fact  that  the  patronage  for  the  typed  envelopes  justified  printing  a form  letter  as 
an  enclosure,  w'hich  was  showm  in  Fig.  i of  the  first  article. 
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George  B.  Sloane  (E-P  149)  wrote  a story  under  the  heading  “First  U.  S.  Advertising 
Postmark”,  in  Stamps  (June  19,  1954,  and  others)  in  which  he  reports  that  several  Cen- 
tennial postmarks  are  known  in  May  1876,  and  one  on  April  20,  indicating  either  an  error, 
or  that  the  Centennial  postoffice  began  to  function  at  least  20  days  before  the  Exposition 
opened  on  May  10.  There  is  no  indication  that  these  postmarks  were  on  Centennial  envel- 
opes. His  comment  is  as  follows: 

“The  postmark  is  not  common,  but  is  usually  seen  ...  on  the  3c  green  Cen- 
tennial envelopes,  the  latter  sometimes  with  a typewritten  address.  The  typewriter 
was  new  and  the  public  were  invited  to  inspect  it,  and  for  a small  fee  to  have  an 
envelope  addressed  on  it.  I do  not  recall  ever  seeing  one  of  the  3c  red  Centennial 
envelopes  with  the  Centennial  postmark,  and  I suspect  that  comparatively  few  of  these 
were  sold  or  used  on  the  grounds.” 

I\Irs.  Ethel  B.  McCoy  (E-P  796)  graciously  outdoes  my  other  correspondents,  and 
presents  me  with  a “Souvenir”  bound  copy  of  “The  Centennial  Exposition”  by  J.  S. 
Ingram,  the  title  page  of  which  describes  it  as  “A  Concise  and  Graphic  Description  of  this 
Grand  Enterprise”.  The  chapter  on  the  United  States  Exhibits  devotes  a page  to  the 
“Centennial  Envelope  Making  Machine”,  from  which  these  are  excerpts; 

“The  flat  piece  of  paper  was  placed  In  at  one  end  and  drawn  through  the  intri- 
cate machinery,  receiving  the  stamp,  and  being  gummed  and  folded,  passed  out  at  the 
other  end  a complete  envelope,  ready  for  use  ...” 

“So  beautiful  and  regular  was  this  piece  of  mechanism  in  its  every  movement, 
that  It  seemed  as  if  it  were  endowed  with  life  and  understanding  ...” 

“The  rapidity  of  the  work  may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that,  on  an  average, 
25,000  envelopes  were  made  in  a day  by  this  machine,  without  taxing  its  capacity  in 
the  least.” 

Unfortunately  no  mention  is  made  of  the  color  in  which  the  envelope  stamp  was 
printed,  nor  whether  the  die  had  a double  line  below  POSTAGE!!  This  exhibition  ma- 
chine was  undoubtedly  the  forerunner  of  the  flat  bed  “Hartford”  type,  now  superseded  by 
the  “O’Connell,”  which  turns  out  a trifle  less  than  10,000  complete  envelopes  every  hour. 

There  follow  two  pages  on  the  “Centennial  Post  Office”,  describing  the  distribution 
of  mail  to  persons  on  the  grounds  and  its  dispatching  of  other  mail  to  the  West  Phila- 
delphia Station  (Station  B)  of  the  city  postoffice. 

Unfortunately,  for  the  benefit  of  the  present  search,  there  is  not  a word  about  the 
typewriter  service  available  to  postoffice  patrons,  nor  about  the  “wish  you  were  here” 
enclosures,  regarding  which  so  little  is  known. 

There  is  a description  of  the  “Lockwood  Envelope  Machine”,  which  feeds  from  a 
paper  roll,  cuts,  folds  and  gums  the  unprinted  envelope  ready  for  use.  The  Raynor 
machine  is  also  described,  taking  pre-cut  blanks,  which  folds,  gums  and  delivers  complete 
envelopes. 

Later  in  the  volume  is  an  illustration  and  description  of  the  American  Typographic 
Machine,  which  would  probably  now  be  classified  as  a typewriter,  exhibited  by  Dr.  A. 
Shiland.  This  has  radiating  arms  on  a revolving  cylinder,  and  prints  letters  on  the  paper 
held  on  a roller  helow.  There  is  no  key  board,  except  the  notations  on  the  rim  of  the 
cylinder,  but  it  Is  emphasized  that  several  copies  of  letters  can  be  made  at  the  same  time. 

A Russian  inventor,  M.  Alissoff,  is  reported  to  have  exhibited  a typewriter,  in  which 
all  letters  are  mounted  on  the  under  side  of  a rotating  dial.  When  the  proper  letter  Is 
above  the  page,  it  is  depressed  by  a foot  lever.  Obviously  this  was  very  slow,  but  the 
inventor  claims  “tliat  few  men  can  think  faster  than  they  can  write  with  pen  or  pencil  . 
d'herefore  he  appears  to  have  assumed  that  accuracy  was  more  desirable  than  speed! 
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There  is  a possible  reason  for  some  of  the  obvious  omissions  in  this  Ingram  volume, 
i.e,,  that  it  was  a commercially  underwritten  venture,  rather  than  a historical  record. 
I'hose  that  made  liberal  contributions  towards  its  publication  received  effusive  and  glowing 
stories  about  their  products.  Those  who  did  not  participate  received  little  or  no  mention. 
Quite  possibly  the  Remington  Typewriter  failed  to  contribute.  This  is  no  more  than  a 
guess,  but  noting  the  glamorous  stories  of  many  products  strongly  suggests  such  an 
underwriting. 

Edwin  R.  Payne  contributes  a leaflet  on  the  same  Alissoff  mechanical  printer,  in  which 
it  is  stated  that  the  machine 

“Contains  240  characters,  that  is  to  say:  two  styles  of  capitals,  two  of  small  letters, 
and  for  each  style,  suitable  figures  and  signs  of  punctuation;  and  is  so  constructed  that 
this  number  can  be  Increased.  It  prints  the  characters,  one  by  one,  ranging  them  with 
an  almost  mathematical  accuracy.” 

Charles  lf\  Berry  of  San  Diego,  provides  a most  unusual  corroboration  of  the  Ging- 
rich story,  as  related  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  article  In  the  Essay-Proof  Journal  of 
January  1955.  However,  unlike  Gingrich,  Berry  still  has  the  prized  cover  in  his  posses- 
sion. His  letter  is  as  follows: 

“I  am  the  fortunate  owner  of  a Centennial  cover  almost  identical  with  the  Illus- 
tration No.  II,  even  to  the  rubber  stamped  advertisement  of  J.  W.  Bain,  Agt.,  on  the 
back  In  magenta.  My  cover  is  canceled  CENTENNIAL/OCT/14/3  PM/PHILA’- 
DA  PA.,  and  has  this  typewritten  address  in  magenta: 

MISS  ALICE  M.  BERRY 
CARMI 

WHITE  COUNTY 
ILL. 

The  circumstances  were  these:  my  grandfather.  Dr.  Daniel  Berry,  M.D.,  was  a Cen- 
tennial visitor  in  1876,  while  on  an  eastern  trip  from  his  home  at  Carmi,  Illinois.  He 
had  this  cover  sent  home  to  his  daughter,  my  aunt  Alice,  who  is  now  Mrs.  Charles 
Bayley,  . . . from  the  Centennial  grounds.  From  my  aunt  I received  this  cover  as 
a gift  several  years  ago.” 

It  is  to  be  sincerely  regretted  that  the  Berry  cover  did  not  contain  the  regular  printed 
enclosure. 

In  addition  to  those  who  volunteered  the  above  data  In  response  to  the  first  article, 
the  following  answered  inquiries  and  their  Centennial  envelope  items  are  included  In  the 
tabulations  which  follow.

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  Centennial  envelopes,  with  typed  addresses,  so  far 
as  they  have  been  sufficiently  described  to  the  writer.  No  doubt  others  exist,  but  they  are 
quite  uncommon  and  are  highly  prized  by  their  owners.  A supplementary  list  is  Included 
in  the  tabulations,  with  mms  addresses,  that  were  brought  to  the  writer’s  attention  during 
this  study.  I'his  supplementary  list  is  therefore,  only  partial  and  they  are  believed  to  be 
more  common  than  those  with  typed  addresses.

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Some  {general  conclusions  can  be  drawn  from  this  summary,  incomplete  as  it  undoubt- 
edly is.  But  they  must  be  regarded  as  no  more  than  tentative. 

1.  There  is  no  evidence  that  either  the  red  or  green  Centennial  envelopes  were  used 
before  May  23.  H owever,  George  IC  Sloane  states  that  several  Centennial  cancelations 
are  known  in  May,  and  one  “early  bird”  in  April,  very  probably  on  adhesive  stamps. 

2.  The  earliest  date  for  a printed  letter  enclosure  is  July  8,  although  two  typed  letter 
enclosures  are  reported  in  June,  both  without  serifs.  Seven  envelopes  turned  up  with 
printed  letter  enclosures.  It  may  be  significant  that  the  printed  letter  was  in  non-serif 
type,  but  all  typed  addresses  with  such  enclosures  are  in  type  with  serifs. 

3.  A chronological  recapitulation  of  Table  i is  given  in  Table  2.

If  this  summary  is  a fair  chronological  cross  section  of  the  use  of  Centennial  envelopes, 
which  it  possibly  is,  it  would  appear  that  May  and  November,  the  opening  and  closing 
months  saw  relatively  slight  use;  August  the  hottest  month  was  next;  followed  by  June, 
July  and  September;  with  the  largest  use  in  October. 

4.  There  is  no  evidence  that  the  J.  W.  Bain  back  stamp  was  used  before  October  14, 
and  thereafter  was  used  quite  consistently. 

5.  No  type  with  serifs  is  earlier  than  July  8,  and  after  that  date  the  serif  type  pre- 
dominates, although  there  are  several  addresses  without  serifs  in  the  later  period,  but 
there  are  no  printed  enclosures  in  envelopes  addressed  with  non-serif  type.  Perhaps  the 
serifs  were  an  extra  touch  of  style  and  elegance  after  the  Exposition  reached  its  stride.

The  use  of  watermark  2,  current  from  1874-78,  would  indicate  that  the  first  three 
above  were  used  in  that  period,  or  shortly  thereafter,  certainly  before  1880.  Watermark 
5 was  current  from  1878-82,  suggesting  that  the  fourth  of  the  above  was  used  by  1884  at 
the  latest. 
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'The  following,  from  the  same  lot,  would  seem  to  indicate  that  by  1886  radical 
changes  were  taking  place  in  the  typewriter  world. 

T 4^3)  wmk.  6,  used  Oct,  8,  1886,  probably  from  metal  type,  no  town  indicia 
shown,  date  is  filing  date.  Address  all  caps  with  serifs. 

T-B  413,  wmk.  6,  caps  and  lower  case  letters,  filing  date  May  24,  1886,  appar- 
ently metal  type,  used  from  Chicago. 

T-B  410,  wmk.  6,  caps  and  lower  case  in  tall  narrow  letters,  and  undoubtedly 
rubber  type,  receiving  back  stamp  on  reverse  GAINES/JAN  27/1886/ 
N.  Y.  Town  of  origin  unknown. 

T-B  414,  wmk,  6,  caps  and  lower  case,  wide  letters  from  metal  type,  wrapper 
used  from  Philadelphia,  no  date. 

The  last  three  envelopes  are  entirely  different  styles  of  type. 

These  four  envelopes  would  seem  to  confirm  the  statements  made  in  the  first  article 
(January  1955)  that  upper  and  lower  case  letters  were  not  available  on  typewriters  until 
about  1885-86. 

There  were  still  other  comments,  written  and  verbal,  but  they  add  little  to  what  has 
been  told  above.  Certainly  this  quest  has  been  unexpectedly  intriguing,  and  while  some 
of  the  problems  are  partially  cleared  up,  there  are  other  questions  that  are  still  very  hazy. 

As  to  the  value  of  such  covers  as  has  been  described  in  this  article,  the  Barkhausen 
Auction  sold  one,  a 3c  green  with  Centennial  cancel,  without  enclosure,  for  $26.  It  is 
reported  that  a prominent  collector  paid  nearly  double  that  for  a 3c  red  with  enclosure. 
There  don’t  appear  to  be  many  of  them  around,  and  they  are  well  worth  keeping. 


A New  Seyclielles  Handbook 

A Review

Seychelles  Postage  Stamps  & Postal  History  by  H.  V.  Farmer;  132  pp.  24  art  plates; 
cloth.  Published  by  Robson  Lowe  Ltd.,  50  Pall  Mall,  London,  S.  W.  i,  $3-75  postpaid. 

Despite  the  popularity  of  this  British  Crown  Colony,  no  major  philatelic  work  had 
appeared  during  almost  half  a century  prior  to  this  splendid  book  by  Farmer. 

The  author  by  painstaking  research  and  study  has  come  up  with  a comprehensive  and 
detailed  work  which  undoubtedly  will  be  welcomed  enthusiastically  by  all  whose  interest 
lies  within  its  scope. 

The  period  covered  begins  with  the  opening  of  the  postoffice  at  Victoria  when  the 
Brittania  type  stamps  of  Mauritius  were  placed  on  sale;  and  carried  thru  the  1952  posthu- 
mous stamps  of  King  George  VI.  Each  issue  is  given  full  treatment  together  with  a 
check  list.  Included  in  these  lists  are  essays,  proofs,  trial  colors,  specimen  overprints,  the 
issued  stamps  and,  where  known,  the  numbers  issued.  Postal  notices  and  rates  are  fully 
quoted.  The  settings  of  the  provisional  overprints,  fully  described  and  illustrated,  add 
much  to  the  usefulness  of  this  book. 

Other  chapters  of  particular  interest  are  the  Rural  Posts,  Maritime  IVIails,  Airmails, 
Postmarks  and  Postal  Stationery. 

Illustrations  include  3 maps,  69  halftone  and  60  line  cuts.  Some  of  the  unique  pieces 
in  the  Royal  Collection  are  shown  for  the  first  time.

An  1866  Essay  for  Ireland 


The  Fenian  essays  were  countenanced  and  got  up  for  the  approval  of  the  Fenian  Order 
proper,  to  which  the  so  called  Robert’s  wing  bears  the  same  position  as  did  the  late  Con- 
federacy to  the  United  States. 

The  Fenian  bonds  and  revenue  stamps  were  issued  by  the  Fenian  Order  proper,  and 
are  counter-signed  by  Col.  John  O’Mahoney  who  later  resigned  upon  the  arrival  of  James 
Stephen  the  acknowledged  head  of  the  Order,  consequently  the  letter  of  Mr.  O’Sullivan 
in  a contemporary,  although  an  excellent  thing  in  its  way,  does  not  at  all  affect  the  stamps 
[essays]  of  the  Irish  Republic,  inasmuch  as  Mr.  O’Sullivan  had  no  official  character  of 
any  kind. 

The  Fenian  essays  are,  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  entitled  to  an  equal  consideration 
as  are  the  Essays  for  Persia,  Bolivia,  Paraguay  or  St.  Kitts,  none  of  which  countries  have 
hitherto  issued  stamps  of  any  kind. 

A few  weeks  since,  when  Sarsfield  Doran  Killian  was  down  in  Eastport  [Maine] 
with  his  warriors,  and  her  Majesty’s  lieges  on  the  frontier  kept  watch  and  ward  for  the 
appearance  of  the  green  flag  and  the  big  brass  band  playing  “The  Wearing  of  the  Green”, 
and  wars  and  rumors  of  wars  was  the  order  of  the  day  in  St.  Johns.  [New  Brunswick]. 

Just  at  that  critical  juncture,  the  Editor  of  a somewhat  notorious  Stamp  Journal  in 
that  city,  published  a certificate,  purporting  to  emanate  from  the  Fenian  Order,  regarding 
their  stamps,  and  which  is  elsewhere  alluded  to  in  this  Journal. 

Now  the  holding  of  communication  with  the  enemies  of  the  Queen  is  at  all  times  a 
reprehensive  practice,  but,  at  such  a moment,  as  circumstances  willed  it  to  be,  just  then  it 
was  most  intolerable,  and  not  to  be  endured.  So  one  fine  morning  the  illustrious  editor 
was  waited  upon  by  a file  of  red-coats,  and  forthwith  conveyed  before  one  of  Her  Majes- 
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ty’s  Justices  of  the  Peace,  who,  after  a close  investigation,  came  to  the  following 
conclusions : 

h Irstly. — That  Fenian  stamps  were  essays. 

Secondly. — That  dealing  in  them  was  not  treason. 

T hirdly.  T hat  the  Court  considers  it  to  be  its  duty  to  caution  stamp  collectors  against 
O’Sullivan’s  impressions. 

Lastly. — That  this  Court  discharges  the  prisoner  upon  his  paying  30  cents,  being  the  price 
of  a gallon  of  New  Brunswick  Rifle  Whiskey. 

Whereupon  the  Court  adjourned.  (From  C.  W.  B.  research  in  Collectors  Club

U.  S.  1873,  “Secret  Marks” 

By  George  B.  Sloane

I recently  had  occasion  to  examine  a number  of  large  die  proofs  of  the  Bank  Note 
issues  of  the  1870’s,  and  found  one  of  particular  interest.  There  were  two  die  proofs,  in 
blue,  of  the  ic  1870  which  was  first  engraved  by  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.  The  proof 
of  this  National  production  was  signed  by  the  engraver,  A.  W.  Cunningham,  hut  the 
second  copy  of  this  ic  die  proof,  also  with  Cunningham’s  signature,  was  a proof  impression 
taken  after  the  National  die  had  been  delivered  in  1873  to  the  new  stamp  printing  con- 
tractors, the  Continental  Bank  Note  Co.  This  latter  ic  die  proof  had  the  “secret  mark” 
in  the  pearl  at  left  adjoining  the  numeral  “i”  which,  of  course,  is  familiar  to  all  U.  S. 
collectors.  In  addition  to  Cunningham’s  signature  there  was  this  significant  inscription: 
“Secret  Mark  put  on  by  Chas.  Skinner.”  I have  no  doubt  that  this  inscription  is  in  the 
hand  of  Charles  Skinner.  (Just  by  way  of  incidental  comment  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  term,  “secret  mark,”  was  not  a designation  later  devised  by  stamp  collectors,  but 
apparently  was  the  expression  of  those  engravers  who  worked  on  the  dies.) 

Now,  the  point  of  these  notes  is  this:  In  recent  years  we  have  been  told  that  these 
were  not  “secret  marks,”  added  to  the  dies  by  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Co.  (in  order 
to  distinguish  their  work  from  the  earlier  printings  by  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.),  but 
that  they  were  “cancellation”  marks  added  to  the  dies  by  the  National  before  turning 
them  over  to  the  new  contractors,  the  Continental  Co. 

I have  queried  Clarence  W.  Brazer,  leading  authority  on  U.  S.  proofs,  as  to  Charles 
Skinner.  Mr.  Brazer  replies  that  he  cannot  recall  that  Skinner  ever  engraved  for  the 
National  Bank  Note  Co.,  (who  were  formidable  competitors  of  the  Continental  Co.),  and 
adds  that  Skinner  was  a Continental  engraver  until  1879,  when  the  Continental  Co., 
merged  with  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  Skinner  went  along  to  the  American  Co.,  and 
was  there  until  1893  and  perhaps  longer.  While  this  evidence  I present  may  not  be  con- 
clusive, it  would  seem  that  the  “secret  marks”  were  placed  on  the  dies  by  the  Continental 
Co.,  and  that  they  were  not  “cancellation”  marks  added  to  the  dies  by  the  National  Co., 
before  delivery. 

In  the  die  proof  set  I have  mentioned  it  might  be  of  interest  to  report  other  signa- 
tures indicating  engravers  of  the  1870  dies.  The  2c,  3c,  6c,  Jc,  loc  and  I2C  are  all  signed, 
“D.  S.  Ronaldson.”  The  12c  National  has  an  additional  signature,  “Girsh.”  The  15c, 
24c,  30c  and  90c  are  all  signed,  “D.  S.  Ronaldson.”  In  the  Re-engraved  set  (1881-82), 
there  are  the  following  signatures:  ic,  “Worked  over  by  D.  S.  Ronaldson,  1881;”  3c, 
“Worked  over  by  Geo.  H.  Seymour;”  6c,  “Geo.  H.  Seymour,  May  20,  1882;”  and  the 
IOC  “Edward  F.  Bourke,  March  25,  1882.” 
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U»  S.  Reveimie  Proofs

Original  Sources 

So  far  as  I know  there  were  three  original  sources  of  U.  S.  Revenue  proofs  for 
collectors. 

PRIMARILY,  the  die  (and  plate)  essays  and  proofs  submitted  and  presented  to 
officials,  the  Commissioners  of  Internal  Revenue  and  Superintendents  of  the  Engraving  & 
Printing  division  of  the  Treasury  Department;  have  eventually  and  gradually  become 
available — mainly  from  their  heirs.  When  the  dies  of  Revenue  stamps  were  turned  back 
to  the  Government,  it  appears  that  proofs  were  made  and  recorded  by  number  as  received, 
especially  of  the  Private  Proprietary  dies.  I have  seen  a practically  complete  collection 
of  all  Civil  War  revenue  die  proofs,  which  I was  authoritatively  told  came  from  George 
W.  Casilear,(^)  first  Superintendent  of  Engraving  (1862-1893),  and  it  included  some 
essays  and  trial  colors  not  regularly  issued.  A few  regular  issue  plate  proofs  were 
punched  with  a diameter  ring  cut,  and  a few  have  been  seen  handstamped. 

E.  B.  Sterling’s  U.  S.  Revenue  Catalog  of  1888  gives  the  following  list.  Possibly 
some  reader  may  know  heirs  that  might  have  proofs.

Joseph  R.  Carpenter,  of  Butler  & Carpenter  who  produced  all  engraved  U.  S.  Reve- 
nue stamps  from  October  i,  1862  to  August  31,  1875,  specially  prepared  and  presented 
on  January  7,  1874  a large  leather  hound  album,  hand  tooled  in  gold,  with  engraved  silver 
clasps,  and  silver  plate  on  the  cover  engraved  “Hon.  George  S.  Boutwell,  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  United  States  of  America.”  All  these  proofs  are  in  approved  colors  beautifully 
mounted  on  cardboard  pages  in  sunken  spaces.  It  contains; —

Proof  Book  Witli  Stamp  Frimtiiiig  Dates 

There  was  another  large  album  prepared  by  Butler  & Carpenter,  and  later  John 

M.  Butler  died  October  20,  1868  when  the  firm  name  became  Joseph  R.  Carpenter.  This 

book  is  probably  the  firm’s  “Proof  Book”  in  Section  2 of  the  Hiram  E.  Deats’  Col- 
lection. It  contained  an  Index,  and  the  dates  “First  Approved”  and  “Start  Printing”.  As 
the  dates  given  for  “Start  Printing”  do  not  agree  with  the  dates  given  in  the  Boston 
Revenue  Book,  they  are  quoted  here.  I note  dates  are  mostly  missing  after  July  18, 
1867,  just  before  the  death  of  John  M.  Butler,  until  July  14,  1871.  An  essay  for  a 50c 
blue  Insurance  is  noted  as  a “Start  Printing”  on  July  18,  1867,  but  it  was  never  issued. 
There  is  also  a first  issue  essay  for  a 50c  Proprietary.  The  many  Private  Proprietary’s 
listed  by  Scott  U.  S.  Catalog  that  are  missing  here,  were  mostly  produced  by  others  after 
September  i,  1875. 

The  normal  and  trial  color  proofs  are  all  single  small  die  proofs,  or  die  essays,  on 
India  paper  cut  close  to  the  design  and  mounted  on  card  pages,  ic  to  $5000.  While  it  is 
possible  these  trimmed  close  proofs  might  be  plate  proofs,  I believe  they  are  die  prints 
because  no  plates  were  made  of  the  essays  never  issued  and  no  other  trial  colors  matching 
many  of  these  are  now  known,  as  they  w'ould  be  if  a whole  sheet  had  been  printed.  It  is 
interesting  to  notice  some  of  the  trial  colors  such  as  R111TC2  20c  red  & black,  R118TC2 
$1.  red  & black,  R119TC2  $1.30  orange  & black,  R121TC2  $1.60  violet  & black,  R124TC2 
$2.50  violet  & black,  R127TC2  $5.  carmine  & black,  R130TC2  $25.  red  & black,  R131TC2 
green  & black,  R133TC2  $500.  red,  violet  & green,  none  of  which  were  so  issued. 

I was  told  by  the  owmer  of  this  book  several  years  ago,  that  he  was  breaking  it  down 
so  as  to  be  able  to  mount  the  proofs  on  his  album  pages.  The  detail  list  below  should 
be  interesting  as  many  are  not  yet  cataloged  by  Scott.

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In  Memoriam 


Harry  Leslie  Cliorltoiti,  E.  P,  608 
Engraver,  1916^1955 

Harry  L.  Chorlton,  vignette  engraver,  died  at  the  South  Pasadena  Sanitarium  at 
II  A.  M.  on  August  22,  1955  in  his  86th  year.  He  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  on 
October  18,  1869,  the  son  of  William  Chorlton  (1847-1874)  a vignette  engraver  whose 
father  was  an  artist.  William  was  born  in  Manchester,  England,  and  came  to  New  York 
about  1852  where  he  engraved  for  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.  for  twenty  years  under 
James  Smillie  and  Alfred  Jones.  Thus  Harry  inherited  the  best  artistic  influences  for  his 
own  art. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Little  Church  of  the  Flowers  with  interment  in 
Forest  Lawn  Memorial  Park,  Glendale,  California.  He  is  survived  only  by  his  wife 
Sarah  C.  Chorlton,  living  at  his  home  1997  N.  Elmolino  Ave.,  Altadena,  California.  For 
the  last  eight  years  he  occasionally  had  hospital  treatment  altho  he  enjoyed  a quiet  life, 
until  ten  days  before  death.  When  I called  on  him  six  months  before  his  death  he  seemed 
in  good  health,  and  showed  three  books  of  proofs  of  his  engravings  and  several  paintings 
which,  with  his  engraving  tools,  he  gave  to  the  Huntington  Library  in  San  Marino. 

We  had  been  correspondents  for  about  twenty  years.  He  knew  my  father,  then  living 
in  Pasadena,  and  we  had  much  in  common.  He  was  the  first  to  compile  a list  of  line 
engravers  of  United  States  stamps,  which  he  started  in  1895  when  beginning  to  engrave 
stamps.  He  “loaned  this  list  to  a philatelist  who  made  and  sold  copies  of  it  all  over  the 
country.”  That  list  is  now  probably  in  the  library  of  the  Philatelic  Club  of  Los  Angeles. 
I always  found  him  helpful  in  compiling  biographies  of  engravers  he  knew,  and  had  the 
pleasure  of  proposing  him  for  membership  in  the  Collectors  Club.  I published  his  biogra- 
phy in  the  Collectors  Club  Philatelist , July  1948.  He  joined  the  Essay  Proof  Society  and 
contributed  an  article  “Bank  Note  Etching  on  Steel,”  which  was  his  favorite  part  of 
engraving,  published  in  Essay  Proof  Journal  No.  18,  April  1948. 

Harry  Chorlton  studied  at  Cooper  Union  in  New  York  and  about  1883  received 
engraving  instruction  from  Richard  Berry  then  head  of  the  Franklin  Bank  Note  Co. 
From  1884  to  1886  he  engraved  for  the  Hamilton  Bank  Note  Co.,  and  from  then  until 
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1893  ‘It  Homer  Lee  Bank  Note  Co.  with  G.  F.  C.  Smillie  and  Thomas  F.  Morris, 
desifjner.  When  iVIorris  became  Superintendent  of  Engraving  at  the  Bureau  of  Engrav- 
ing Printing  for  its  first  postage  stamps  he  engaged  G.  F.  C.  Smillie,  and  a little  later 
(1895)  Harry  Chorlton  to  engrave  for  the  Bureau.  Mr.  Chorlton  retired  in  1916  but 
was  recalled  to  the  Bureau  when  the  first  World  War  included  our  country.  He  re- 
mained there  until  January  1919  when  he  engraved  the  flags  on  the  Victory  stamp  and 
then  retired  permanently  to  live  in  Altadena.  Most  of  his  proofs  were  given  to  George 
U.  Rose,  letter  engraver,  with  whom  he  had  paired  in  engraving  many  U.  S.  stamps, 
laying  out  all  the  stamp  frames  until  1898.  Harry  Chorlton  engraved  many  eagles,  the 
Great  Seal  of  the  United  States  and  twelve  sizes  of  the  United  States  Coat  of  Arms 
used  on  our  paper  money  et  cetera,  of  which  the  smallest  was  used  on  the  back  of  the 
$10  gold  note.  One  of  them  was  later  used  on  the  1934  16c  Air  Mail  Special  Delivery 
stamp.  I published  a list  of  most  of  his  engravings  in  the  Collectors  Club  Philatelist 
biography  mentioned  above. — C.  W.  B. 


Greatest  Dealer  in  U,  S,  Essays  & Proofs 

John  A.  Klemann  of  West  Orange,  N.  J.  died  Friday,  July  15,  1955  of  a heart  ail- 
ment in  Augusta,  Georgia,  hospital,  five  davs  after  he  had  flown  there  for  treatment. 
H is  brother,  Jacob  lives  nearby.  Services  were  held  July  19,  at  Vlontclair,  N.  J.  I had 
quite  a conversation  with  him  on  May  5,  in  New  York  and  he  then  looked  and  acted  in 
the  best  of  health  and  memory. 

When  the  Nassau  Stamp  Co.  of  New  York  was  organized  in  January,  1894,  he  was 
assistant  secretary  to  J.  B.  Kerfoot,  as  secretary  and  treasurer,  with  F.  W.  Hunter  as 
president.  In  1899  he  acquired  the  capital  stock  and  the  other  officers  withdrew.  His 
brother  Jacob  J.  Klemann  joined  the  company  in  1900.  They  both  retired  in  1939  and 
the  great  stock  of  U.  S.  Essays  & Proofs,  with  some  of  British  North  America,  was  sold 
for  about  $50,000.  and  mostly  offered  at  auctions  by  Harmer,  Rooke  & Co.  and  Eugene  N. 
Costales  during  the  next  several  years. 

No  dealer  ever  did  carry  such  a large  stock  of  U.  S.  Essays  & Proofs  as  the  old 
Nassau  Stamp  Co.  who  were  known  to  have  an  interest,  and  buy  and  sell  such  great 
collections.  Early  in  the  present  century,  he  bought  some  from  the  late  Dr.  J.  A.  Petrie 
who  originally  had  all  the  1885  Atlanta  trial  color  panes  of  proofs,  the  1869  sheets  of 
inverted  centers,  and  the  full  set  of  21 1 sheets  of  the  1894  printing  of  cardboard  proofs. 
M any  of  the  4408  lots  of  U.  S.  essays  & proofs  from  the  William  A.  Smith,  Jr.  collection 
sold  by  J.  W.  Scott  & Co.  in  1903  went  into  the  Nassau  Company  vault.  About  1904 
Henry  G.  Mandel’s  main  collection  was  sold  to  tbe  26th  Earl  of  Crawford,  for  about 
$30,000.  to  which  was  added  Dr.  Petrie’s  panes  on  cardboard  for  $15,000.,  and  some 
from  other  sources.  Mandel’s  duplicate  U.  S.  collection  was  bought  by  the  Nassau  Com- 
pany for  $9000.  Toward  the  end  of  1915  during  the  first  world  war,  John  A.  Klemann 
went  to  England  and  bought  the  great  47  volume  and  7 portfolio  Crawford  collection  of 
U.  S.  stamps  and  proofs. 

After  Frank  P.  Brown  bought  the  Edward  H.  Mason  collection  June  14,  1917,  for 
$7528.,  and  selling  some  in  Boston,  he  sold  the  balance  to  the  Nassau  Stamp  Co,  which 
included  the  great  postal  stationery  collection.  About  1922  Mr.  Klemann  bought  the 
very  large  U.  S.  Essay  & Proof  collection  of  Henry  H.  Wilson.  He  also  bought  the 
collection  of  Charles  F.  Steel,  inventor  of  the  grill,  and  all  his  historical  documents  and 
patent  papers,  contracts  for  finishing  U.  S,  stamps  for  the  bank  note  companies  from  1855 
to  1877,  and  records  of  his  own  Franklin  Bank  Note  Co.  and  its  proposals  for  stamp 
contracts  to  1893. 
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He  also  bought  the  proof  collection  of  Joseph  E.  Ralph  after  he  retired  as  Director 
of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  & Printing.  The  six  volume  Lozier  U.  S.  Essay  & Proof 
collection  ^^■as  also  bought.  Thus  the  Nassau  Stamp  Co.  was  the  mecca  for  U.  S.  essay 
and  proof  collectors  where  we  all  picked  for  our  collections  for  about  45  years. 

Mr.  Klemann  won  first  awards  for  various  U.  S.  Proof  collections:  at  Cleveland,  May 
1928,  for  6 albums  of  Newspaper  Essavs  k Proofs;  at  Boston,  August  1930,  for  two  frames 
of  U.  S.  Envelope  Essays  k Proofs;  and  at  Memphis,  September  1931,  for  two  frames  of 
rare  U.  S.  Essays  k Proofs.  He  had  a very  large  philatelic  library,  and  served  on  an 
Expert  Committee,  with  J.  C,  Morgenthau  and  J.  Murray  Bartels,  all  dealers,  for  many 
vears. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  the  Collectors  Club  from  about  1905  to  1914, 
and  was  Editor  of  the  Philatelic  Gazette  1914  to  1918;  also  a member  of  the  A.  P.  S., 
S.  P.  A.  and  West  Essex  Stamp  Club.  He  is  survived  by  a son  John  A.  Klemann,  Jr., 
a daughter,  Mary  E.  Huntoon,  and  a brother,  Jacob  A.  Klemann  of  Augusta,  Georgia. — ■

Carries  39,139  New  Prices 

A record  number  of  price  changes  and  additions — 39, 139  by  actual  count — have  been 
made  in  Volume  II  of  Scott’s  1956  Standard  Postage  Stamp  Catalogue,  which  is  published 
this  month  by  Scott  Publications,  Inc.,  461  Eighth  Ave.,  New  York  i.  The  advent  of  this 
1,235-page  book,  covering  the  issues  of  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa,  marks  the  89th  year  of 
publication  for  this  world-famous  catalogue. 

The  avalanche  of  price  changes  and  a considerable  number  of  listing  revisions  are 
due  to  the  assiduous  work  of  Eugene  N.  Costales,  E.  P.  S.  52,  the  internationally  known 
philatelist  and  expert  who  joined  the  Scott  editorial  staff  early  this  year.  Mr.  Costales’ 
name  appears  on  the  title  page  as  co-editor  with  Gordon  R.  Harmer,  president  of  Scott 
Publications,  who  has  been  editor-in-chief  of  the  Scott  catalogues  since  1947. 

The  count  of  new  prices  reveals  that  Germany  has  received  i,iio;  Portugal,  995; 
Spain  proper,  941;  Spanish  Morocco,  Guinea,  West  Africa  and  Western  Sahara,  875; 
Japan  526;  Afghanistan,  295;  China,  254;  Andorra,  126;  Austria,  602. 

Not  All  Prices  Go  Up 

M any  of  the  older  classic  issues  show  the  usual  steady  increase  in  price,  but  not  all 
price  changes  are  up  this  year.  In  the  Soviet  period  of  Russia  many  reductions  will  be 
noted.  In  Germany,  many  minor  varieties  of  the  inflation  issues  have  been  drastically 
reduced.  There  are  also,  of  course,  some  notable  increases  in  Germany. 

The  complete  list  of  number  changes  for  the  new  Volume  II  appears  in  the  September 
issue  of  Scott’s  Monthly  Journal. 

Vol.  II  of  Scott’s  Standard  Catalogue  is  priced  at  $5.  Vol.  I which  covers  U.  S., 
British  Empire  and  the  American  Nations,  will  be  published  in  October  (price  $4).  The 
Combined  Edition,  which  consists  of  both  volumes  bound  together,  will  be  out  in  Novem- 
ber (price  $8).

Zumstein  Europa  Katalog  1956 — Published  by  Zumstein  & Co.  (Hertsch  & Co.,  pro- 
prietor), Rue  du  Marche  50,  Bern,  Switzerland;  1312  pp.  cloth  binding;  price  Sw.  Fes.  15. 

I'he  39th  edition  of  this  annual  catalog  is  now  available.  Its  text,  confined  to  Europe, 
Offices  Abroad  and  former  German  Colonies,  includes  about  104,500  prices  and  17350 
illustrations.  A very  useful  feature  is  a special  section  illustrating  199  stamps  and  over- 
prints which  collectors  find  difficult  to  identify  as  to  country.  Altho  printed  in  German,  its 
set-up  is  such  that  very  little  difficulty  will  be  experienced  by  the  English  reader.

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  President  Gaces 
reported  verbally  on  the  forthcoming  participation  of  the  Society  in  the  Washington  Phila- 
telic Society  Jubilee  along  with  the  American  Philatelic  Congress  and  the  Bureau  Issues 
Association. 

By  the  Finance  Committee.  Read  and  accepted  on  motion  duly  carried. 

Chapters  & Units  Committee.  Read  and  accepted  on  motion  duly  carried. 

By  Editor  Thorp.  A verbal  report  was  given  to  the  Society  outlining  some  of  the 
difficulties  involved  in  getting  the  Journal  out  on  time;  as  well  as  the  problems  involved 
in  publishing  a magazine  such  as  the  Essay-Proof  Journal.  He  made  several  suggestions 
and  recommendations,  among  them  being  a suggestion  that  the  scope  of  the  Journal  he 
broadened  in  order  that  it  appeal  to  the  interests  of  a larger  number  of  people.  Editor

August  27,  1955 

For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1955  it  is  difficult  to  make  a comparison  with  last  years 
operating  statement.  This  is  due  to  publication  and  printing  problems,  as  only  three  (3) 
instead  of  the  usual  four  (4)  Journals  were  published.  The  figures  are  therefore  distorted^ 

H owever  here  are  some  interesting  facts: 

Our  contributions  amounted  to  $221.00  instead  of  $237.50.  A decrease  of  $16.50. 

Sales  of  Journals  show  quite  an  increase  from  $128.50  to  $356.55 — A gain  of  $228.05 
which  shows  what  can  be  done  if  new  enthusiasts  become  members. 

As  our  editorial  fund  is  practically  depleted  it  will  be  necessary  to  deduct  these 
expenses  for  the  new  year  from  our  general  fund.

Report  of  Finance  Committee 


Board  of  Directors 

The  Essay-Proof  Society 

The  Society  made  no  real  progress  during  the  past  year  in  building  its  membership. 
Our  plea  that  each  member  secure  a new  member  fell  far  short  of  our  expectations.  To 
hold  the  members  interest  we  must  continue  to  publish  a Journal  that  lacks  none  of  its 
past  character  and  this  takes  money.  Faced  with  rising  costs  and  continuing  Editor’s 
expense  we  must  find  a solution  to  our  problem. 

We  believe  that  this  can  be  accomplished  in  part  by  reaching  individuals  interested  in 

the  field  of  Numismatics  (paper  money).  This  field  is  unlimited  and  the  interest  in  the 

subject  has  grown  a hundred  fold  during  the  past  three  years.  Collectors  of  paper  money 
have  little  information  to  draw  from  in  numismatic  publications.  Articles  on  this  subject 
would  interest  quite  a number  in  the  field  of  paper  money;  but  let  us  assure  you  we  must 
have  a continuing  flow  of  articles  on  the  subject  of  paper  money,  otherwise  we  would  lose 
the  newly  acquired  paper  money  collectors  for  they  would  not  accept  as  a substitute  essays 
and  proofs  of  stamps  any  more  than  stamp  collectors  would  he  interested  in  coins,  medals, 
etc.  We  are  confident  if  we  approach  this  subject  intelligently  and  can  find  writers  con- 
versant with  the  subject  we  can  increase  our  membership  by  such  a course. 

What  other  answers  do  we  have  in  building  our  membership  as  well  as  holding  the 

present  roster  of  members?  The  Journal  Committee  intends  to  find  out.  It  will  shortly 

circularize  membership  for  information  as  to  their  special  interests  in  essays  and  proofs  and 
related  material  so  as  to  get  a cross  section  of  opinion.  We  can  better  determine  this  when 
we  get  these  answers. 

The  Society’s  finances  are  in  fair  shape  but  not  as  good  as  they  were  a year  ago, 
because  we  have  eaten  into  the  reserve  originally  huilt  up  by  the  generous  contributions  of 
its  members.  We  are  faced  with  this  situation:  Unless  we  are  fortunate  to  obtain  addi- 
tional monies  within  the  next  year  through  added  memberships,  contributions,  the  sale  of 
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Journals  or  gifts  of  surplus  material  in  essays  and  proofs  or  stamps  held  by  our  members 
which  can  be  otfered  for  sale  by  public  or  mail  auction,  the  Society  will  face  financial  em- 
barrassment. I tell  you  this  with  frankness  and  with  all  seriousness. 

We  bring  these  matters  to  the  Board’s  attention,  and  through  the  publication  of  this 
report  to  the  attention  of  the  membership,  with  full  knowledge  that  some  action  must  be 
taken  in  solving  the  above  problems  if  the  Society  is  to  survive  beyond  1956.

Upon  request.  Dr.  Brazer  showed  us  his  four  volume  collection  of  U.  S.  Postal  Card  Essays  and  Proofs 
to  which  he  has  recently  added  many  he  did  not  have  before.  In  addition  to  those  he  has  previously  listed 
and  illustrated  in  the  Essay  Proof  Journal  Catalogue,  were  new  varieties  of  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.  bi- 
color Reply  Card  Essays  with  long  vertical  Liberty  head  stamps  that  are  folded  cards  perforated  at  the  left 
end,  of  which  he  displayed  three  different  bicolor  combinations.  Also  of  the  same  series  of  Reply  Card 
Essavs  folded  with  gummed  perforated  edge  at  bottom  and  only  one  stamp  on  each  card,  much  like  the 
Reply  Cards  now  in  use.  Also  a rare  essay  with  same  brown  stamp  on  a Postal  Tag  and  another  with 
stamped  reply  coupon  that  complied  with  the  U.  S.  law  of  1861  authorizing  Postal  Cards  and  lags  for 
garden  seeds. 
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His  prize  card,  which  realized  the  top  price  at  the  recent  sale  in  Los  Angeles,  is  a buff  embossed 
Plimpton  die  one  cent  carmine  of  Franklin  head  similar  to  the  Plimpton  one  cent  envelope  die.  We  also 
saw  three  rare  1871  buff  UXIE-H  essay  cards  with  a large  Franklin  head  in  a truncated  square  vignette 
of  a stamp  in  orange-red,  green  and  brown.  His  display  ended  with  a volume  of  unfinished  postal  card  die 
essays  from  1902  to  1926  and  reply  card  essays  from  1892  to  1926  of  which  he  is  now  writing  another 
chapter  of  his  catalogue  for  our  Journal. 

Due  to  so  many  other  activities,  our  Secretary,  Kenneth  IVIinuse  tendered  his  resignation,  which  w'as 
accepted  with  a vote  of  thanks  for  his  past  work.
